SINCE entering upon the duties of ihis In 


teodency, one of the first objects of my consi- 
deration has been the stale ofthe custom-houses 
of this province, or rather the 
souicas from 


which the public wealth is to be derived for the 
relief of the people and tbe general felicity. 
I 


have already possessed mytelf of the necessary 
information as regards them, aad with lively re- 
gret I have seen thai their organization and 
circumstances are very far from being suffici- 
cient to make them yield what they should. I 
have seen that the rules by which ihey are go- 
verned are veiy distant from producing that or- 
der which is necessary to prevent those abuses 
which anfortuoalely 
so frequently occur. 
I 


have seen that there exists no fixed .and ture 
bate for the exaction of the established duties, 
nor bai been made for so many yean a proper 
regulation by tariff, anti that this only exists in 
the pleasure of ihe collectors ; it being 
a fact 


tbat io some of the custom houses of the coast 
a piece of large satin ribbon bas been valued at 
one and a half reals, and one of printed calico 
with 28 yaidt at 33 realt, and other articles at 
still lower rate ; whilst the power is wanting to 
accuse and puni-h ihe eppraitert not having a 
tariff to guide tlivsi by. 
Last I have teen e- 


noogh to indnce me to take active measures in 
tbe reform of a branch so important to the Ex 
chequer. 


But this reform is notthe work of a moment, 


nor mast it be operated with hurry or want of 
due consideration. 
In foundation mutt be so- 


lid and lasting; otherwise it would have but a 
deceitful appearance. 
Nevertheless, it is expe- 


dient to take in the meantime all such measures 
cuncaraing abuses of great and peremptory 
transcendency as may form hereafter part of 
thit general organization. 
To this effect therefore, in compliance with 


tbe orders of his Majesty, hoping, that, as far as 
circomttancet will permit a just reciprocity, it 
may be observed, and having obtained tbe ne 
cessary information particularly fiom tbe col 
lector of this capital 1 have decreed tbe follow 
ing:— 


Article lit. The captains or supercargoes of 


foreign vessels will deliver at the vi.it which will 
be passed as soon as they anchor, a manifest of 
the cargo signed and sworn, therein aapretsing 
the packages of which it is composed. 
This 


manifest shall be certified on the back, ond e«ch 
of its leaves marked by lha officer of iha custom 
chief of the visit in tbe pretence ef the captain 
or supercargo. 


Art. 2d. If any captain or 
supercargo shall 


deliver a short or faisa manifest, or refuse one 
altogether, he shall at once be fined o_e hun- 
dred dollar», incurring ut the same lime Any o 
ther penalty which the ciicumstanees may in 
volve. 


Art. 31. Within tbe first 24 hour- at farthest 


lite captain, or tupercargo shall with hit con 
tignee present himself penonaily in the custom 
home, and shall deliver a signed and detailed 
manifest with the valuation of the whole cargo, 
or ihe original invoices, confirming the oath of 
not having brought in tbe vessel other roereban 
disc, or effects than those specified, which shall 
be certified by 
tbe interpreter in tho manifest 


or invoices after its translation. 


Art. 4th 
In default ef presenting the mini 


fast in the form required, and within the time 
"xpressed in the preceding article, and confirm- 
ing the oaih above referred to, the captain or 
supercargo shall incnr a fioe of one hundred 
dollars; and if a difference should result 
be- 


tween tbe two maoifetts, tbe excels shall be 
confiscated if it exceeds 3 p«r cent ; bat if less it 
will be pasted over, the duty being paid thereon. 


Art. sth If the captain by not being toper 


cargo or not having one on board, cannot make 
oot the detailed raunifett, the eontignee or those 
interested in the cargo; (should there be eny) 
shall be obliged to do it ; and they ahall present 
the original invoices within the :i\ hours pres 
cribed by art 3. which ahall be translated by 
<he interpreter of the custom home within the 
next 48 bourt after their presentation. 


Art. 6th. Nothing can be put on board or 


landed from a vessel either before or after tbe 
presentation of tbe manifest or invoices without 
the proper cognizance of the custom homo. 
If 
it should be attempted or effected whatever be 
its value, the effect landed or intended to be 
landed shall be confiscated ; sufficient and legal 
proofs of tbe intention appearing. 


Art. 7tb. If merchandise or effects shall be 


carried io the port from one vessel to another, 
without the necessary knowledge and permis- 
sion of the cuilom home, they shall be confis- 
cated together with the boat used in thtir con- 
veyance. 


Art. Sth. Any effscts fraudulently 
landed 


and seized by the cmtom boete goaids, betides 
their confiscation, shall be vetoed according to 
the tariff when established, or the prices current 
of the place until itiued: if their value exceeds 
600 dollars, and the vetsel it wholly or io port 
the property of tbe ciplain or supercargo, itt 
interest and all belonging 
to him shall incur 


the same penalty ef confiscation. 


Art. 9th. Vettelt shall discharge only within 


custom house houri ai it expreitly ordered by 
his majesty ; and at ihe wharf and place which 
the eutiom house shall point out to each vessel. 


An. 10th. Merchandise or effects which «re 


to be eximined weighed or measured, can not 
be removed from one place to another without 
the knowledge of the custom home. 
The in- 


fraction of these two articles will carry with it 
the penalty of confiscation of whatever bat been 
landed er removed. 


Art. Ilib. Ritail tales of all artiolai what 
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soever being prohibited on board of vesiels: 
those so told shall be confiscated. 


Art, I2tb. If merchandise ar other effects ma- 
nifested for exportation be landed, or an at- 
tempt made to introduce them unlawfully into 
the country, they shall be seized, and confiscat- 
ed wherever they be found, at provided, for 
by art, 6th. 
In this case, if the goods seized 
valued according to the manner prescribed by 
art. Bth exceed» 500 dollars or more, and lbo 
vettel by which they were biought be wholly or 
in part the property of the captain or supercargo, 
betides the penalty already incurred, the vessel 
shall be eontiscated with in interest and what- 
ever m«y belong to him. 


Art. 
13th. The ship's itorei and previiiona 


shall likawiic be manifested, and if their quan- 
tity 
appear msnifeitly excottive, considering; 


the time necessary for the voyige and the num- 
ber of cohsumers, the surplus shall pay tbe cor- 
responding duty. 


Art. 14.10. The effect! of passengen shall be 
subject to the same visit and examination and 
if in them any fraud be ditcovered, they shall 
be confiscated. 


Art. lith. The pontifical robts of the moit 


illustrious and right |ievercnd Archbiihopt and 
Bishops are excepted from this rule by expreia 
order of bis Majesty. 


Art. I6tb. Return Shipments of tbc pr.vïace) 
of the country shall be made in conformity with 
the established practise.

JJy the arrivals during the week from 


Maracaybo, the bulletins of gen. Morales, 
from No. 1 to 6 have been received here, 
giving an account of his operations, from 
the period of his appointment to the cap- 
atingeneralship of Venezuela, to the occupa- 
tion of Maracaybo and the castle of San 
Carlos. 
We have already taken notice of 


most of these occurrences. 
On perusal of 


the bulletins we find that the Columbian 
official accounts of the taking ofMaracay bo, 
which we published on the 12th inst. are 
pretty fully corroborated by them. 
These 


documents are so very lengthy as to pre- 
clude the possibility of our giving transla- 
tions fiom them inthis Dumber, particular- 
ly as it is our wish to present them to our 
Headers at one view ; we are, therefore, o- 
bliged to postpone their insertion till our 
next 


At the action of Salina Ricsf, which ap- 


pears to be the last that was fought, gene- 
ral Morales, according to the sth bulletin, 
took 6s3prisoners, including 13officers, 762 
stand of arms, 17 drums, 9 bugles, a great 
many loads of ammunition and provisions, 
and 43 horses. 
The number of killed and 


wounded was also considerable. 
The loss 


on the part of the victors was 17 killed and 
58 wounded, among whom were 6 officers. 


A launch came in yesterday fiom Puerto 


Cabello, and brings accounts ofthe arrival 
there of colonel (Jalzada on the 22d inst. 
with five vessels, having on board 150 men 
and 30 officers, and also a considerable sum 
in money and a quantity ofprovisions. 


Yesterday 
a vessel arrived from Coro, 


with several emigrants. 
The place is sta- 


ted to be in a state of anarchy. It is also 
said that Paez had arrived at Altagracia. 


London papers have been received via 


St. Thomas to the 24th of August. 


The king of England emoarked from 


GreeiiwichHospital on board his yacht, the 
Koyal George, on the 10th of August, at 
half past three in the afternoon on his voy- 
age to Scotland, 
On the 14th, in the af- 


ternoon the yacht came to anchor in lieith 
Roads, amid the thundring ofcannon from 
the shipping and from tbe batteries and 
heights around tbe city, and the cheers 
ofthousands of spectators, who embarked 
in pleasure vessels of every description.— 
His majesty, however, did not land till the 
following day, in consequence of the unfa- 
vorable state of the weather, although, e- 
very preparation wasmade. 
The ceremo- 


ny of debarkation took place at Leilh on 
the 15th. 
There were two triumphal ar- 


ches erected, and on His Majesty's stepping 
ashore he was received with the enthusias- 
tic cheers of countless thousands, eager to 
catch a glimp» of him, and to testify their 
loyalty and attachment to his person. 
A 


grand procession was formed, which mov- 
ed on to the city of Edinburgh, and from 
thence to the palace of Holy Rood House. 
It was supposed that bis 
majesty would 


leave Scotland on his return to London 
about the 21st of August. 


The marquis ofLondonderry (lord Cas- 


llereagh) prime minister of England, put a 
period to his existance on tbe morning of 
the 12th of August, by opening an artery 
in hisneck with a pen knife. 
The marquis 


had been in a state of mental delusion for 
some days previous to his death, but on the 
morning he committed the horrid deed, 
he bad become completely insane. 
The 


wound he inflicted was of such a nature, 
that life was almost instantly exlinguished ; 
not less than two quails of blood flowed 
from it in a minute. 


The following is the vedict of ihe Jury 


at the coroner's inquest held on the body 
of his lordship :— 


"That on Monday, August 12, and for 
some time previously, 
the Mo^t Noble 
Robert, Marquis of Londonderry, under a 
grievous disorder did labor and languish, 
and became in consequence delirious and 
of insane mind : and that whilst in ilia. 
slate, with a knife of iron and steal, be did 
inflict on himself on the left side ofbis neck, 
and of the rarolid artery, a wound of one 
inch in length, and half an inch in depth, 
of which be instantly died ; and that no o- 
tber person except himself was the cause 
of bis death."

event, told bis confidential valet that '" he 
was sure there was a design on bis life; he 
knew that he was beset by assassins."

At twenty minute» before two hi* majesty 


«j.itted Carlton Honsawitb the customary tt«te, 
and on entering Pall-Mail, was greeted with the 
loudest acclamations, in which all rinks ieem- 
ed alike enthusiastically to join. 'I lie tame de- 
monstrations of loyalty and affection were raa- 
nifeited throoghont bi» majesty's progress, and 
evidently afforded him the higheat gratification. 
Herepeatedly bowed nod smiled io lha populace, 
and appeared to be in excellent health and *pi 
fill. 
Hit majeity'i arrival 
at tbe Hooto of 


Pccri wai announced by a royal lalote. 
Hav- 


ing come down in hii robes, the auitonaery ce- 
remony of robing became unnecessary, and hii 
majesty immediately proceeded to tho Houie. 
On taking hii teat upoo the throne, tbe Com- 
mon! were forthwith summoned to the Bar, and 
en their arrival hii raajetty delivered the follow- 
ing ipeecb in a clear and aadibla voice:— 


" My Lords and Gtntlemtn, 


" I canaot release yon from yoar attendance 


in parliament, without anaring you how lemi- 
ble I am of tho attention you have paid to the

" I continue to receive from foraing powen 


tho itrongest aiiorencei of their friendly ditpo 
eitioD towards thii country ; and I bave tbe »a 
tisfactionofbelieving, that ihe differencei w hicb 
had unfortunately ariieo between the court of 
St. Peieribargh and the Ottoman Porte, ere in 
inch a train of adjuitment ai to afford a fair 
prospect that tbe peace of Europe will not be 
disturbed 


" Gtntltmen of the House of Commons, 


" I thank you for the tupptiei which you have 


granted me for the tervice of the preient year, 
end for tb« wisdom you have maoifeited in 
a- 


vailingyounelveiof the fint opportunity to re- 
duce the intereit of a part Of the national debt, 
without the leatt infringement of parliamentary 
faith. 


" It ii most gratifying to me thit yon should 


have been enabled, in consequence of this, and 
other measure», to relieve my peoplefiom tome 
of their burdens. 


" My Lords and Gtnllemtn, 


" Tbo diitreii which hai for some months 


past pervaded a considerable portion of Ireland, 
arrising principally from the failure ofthat crop, 
on which a great body of the population depend 
for their subsidence, ha» deeply affected ma. 


" The measures which you have adopted for 


the relief of the sufferer», meet with my war- 
mest approbation, and seconded a» they have

tween every pari of the empire, and of uniting 
in brotherly love and affection all daises and 
descriptions of my subjects." 


Acconnti from Vienna of the 18th alt. con 


firm the intelligencealready received of 'he des 
traction of the Turkish ieet, and tbc death of 
captain Pacha. 
They add thefollowing detaili: 


"' The chiefs of the Greek navy held council 


at Ipiara, and decided on a plao which «a» af 
ferwardi adopted. 
They called opon ell those 


who were willing to devote their livelfrr the 
public good ; more lba o 200 immediately pre. 
tomad themielvai, and iwore on the cross to 
execute tbe preconcerted enterprise, or tn die 
glorioaily. 
Out of tbete, 48 were chosen by 


catting loti, and received the benediction of 
their prieili before engaging in their megnani- 
rnoai detign. 
All arrangement! basing been 


made, on the first day of the festival of Bai 
ram, 
a Greek frigate and five vessels appeared 


under a foreign flag, before the Turkish line, at 
though to take a part in the rejoicing*. 
The 


SCO heroes, who patted for Englishmen and 
Fieachman, were well received by tbe enemy, 
who allowed them to eater the part of Ticnei- 
irte, io erder to anchor in the centre oftbe Turk- 
ish fleet. 
Ï3ut scarcely had they reached that 


position when they carried their plan into effect. 
In a short time five ships of the line were on 
fire. 
Tbe admiral's ship ran ont of the harbor 


atl in a blaze, in the hope of escaping total des- 
truction, and run aground on their neigbonring 
enatt of Scie, where the captain Pacha wal land- 
ed expiring. 
After this signal success, thete 


SOO self devoted patriots retired, without hav- 
ing experienced any lost." 
The enterprize ap- 


pear» to have been conceived «ad executed in 
a spirit of self devotion worthy of the best lime» 
ef ancient Greece. 


Odessa, July 17.—At length we have receiv- 


ed news from Constantinople of the lllh of July. 
The catastrophe of the Turkish fleet ha» beea 
severely felt in that capital like an electric shock. 
It reached even the Suitan himself, and the Di- 
van ; and lo.d Strangferd, who deolared some 
time ago that be did not dare to propose to the 
Porto to i;nd a commissioner to *ue*i M. it 


Tatitscheff, has profited by tbe terror of the mo- 
ment to obtain concessions. 
If tbera was ever 


a favourable time of forcing the Porte to give 
ap some of its pretention!, the preient ii the 
lime, and we hope by the volour of tbe Greeks 
to obtain the result we desire. 


This time the miifortone ii too great tn be 


concealed. According to thereport ofthe Torkt 
themselves, their fleet consisted of 55 tail be- 
fore the ditister at Scio, and after it bad been 
joined by the expedition which left Constanti- 
nople on the 4th June. 
On the 7th of July 


there were only 25 vesseli, consequently 20 were 
mining. It may be hoped that the terror which 
has seized the Turk! will continue, and Greece 
will be rescued. 


Triestt, July 26.—Letten from Smyrna of 
theetb July, inform at, that the inhabitant! of 
the village! near Maitie, in the itland of Scio, 
have met with a terrible fate. 
The Turks o- 
verran the village», and drowned, burnt, or led 
into ilavery, nearly 30.000 people, men, women 
and children. 
On July sth, the Asiatici coo 
dncted 780 young women, between the ages of 
13 and 17, to Tcheime, and after having tied 
them ta a string, led them to the market at 
Smyrna, or into the interior of Asia. 
Ao eye- 
wttneu asserti, that theie young women were 
tbe ornaroenti of tbe island, and that many of 
ibem died on the road from want and vexation. 
Some children of 7 years old were alio saved in 
order to be sold. Reports are again circulated 
of negociations between the Pacha of Egypt 
and tbe leading men among tbe Greeks at Hy- 
dra and 
Spezzia. 
Tha news, however wants 
confirmation. 


The Greeks have captured Nipoli di Roraani, 
one of the itrongett fortreisei io the Morea, in 
wbieh 325 piecei ofcannon and a quantity of 
ermi have been found. 
Cerai and Moden, both 
important place», are about capitulating. 


AMERICAN PAPERS. 


MEXICO. 


iVeto York, Sept. 6 -Intelligence hai bean 
received of ibo coronation of hurbide and hit 
wife, ai emperor and ernpreii of Mexico. 
He 
ordered every solemnity «ad pageant custom 
ary no «och occasion! to be «r.f reed ; he has 
already commissioned seventeen chaplins for hii 
household, besides a confeisor for «ach of his 
family, and tight additional preacher!. 
The 
emperor hat established a new order of nobility, 
called the order of Guadeloupe ; has bad coias 
"iruck with hit image, together with the intig- 
nias of liberty. How leng tbeie thing! may last, 
dependi upon tbe Mexican» themselves ; if they 
«re not qualified for a free government, thit 
pomp and pageantiy may be well ; but the peo 
pie ofthis country caooot behold with iodirTer- 
«nee «n emperor oo the borden of their reptsb- 
lie. If monarchy is ta be perpeteat.J io South 
Ameiica, it ii our iotoreit tb»t the imbecile 
Spanish monarchy ihaald still exist. 


PORT-A U-PRINCE. 


Aug 22.— Our prospect for a «read cropof cof- 
fee ha», at no time, been more tietlering (ban 
the preient ; end ihould we have ou hurrieene 
to deitroy it, ai the fundi in the hands of Eu- 
ropean! are very limited, and ihey cannot specu- 
late, we may look for a great reductian ia pri- 
ce! the ensuing season. 


HAVANA. 


Aug. 14.—Oar accounts from Spain i*y tbat 


the Spanitb frigate Constitution ii coming out, 
to bring eommiiaioncn for thit and for Mexico, 
to fix opon a commercial treaty. 


The lait accounts from Vera Cruz are more 


fevorahla to the reign of hurbide ; it ii laid he 
will now admit the export of ipecie; all ii how- 
ever, uncertain and undefined in that quarter. 


Aug. 20—There were lait evening, off tbe 


Moi-o, 12 tail of Britiih merchantmen from Ja- 
maica, bound home. 
I presume they wait logo 


under the protection of the frigate Iphigenta, 
which it ttiil in port. 
Two vessili belonging to 


the fleet were captured on their passage from 
Jamaica, and tha Tyne iloop of war left ibii 
three nights ago to search for them. 


Prom Carthagtna.—The lohooner William 


Bayard, arrived lait evening in 21 day» panage. 
Capt. Peter Aneer, late matter, having died, in- 
testate, the veatel wai ieized by the authorities 
under an old law that tbe properly ofa foreign- 
er dying thus, ihall escheatto the government. 
At the time of ber leizare both affictri and se- 
veral of the crew were sick, and Mr. Robinson 
was absent. 
Fortunately the U. S. icheoner 


Porpoiie, lieat. Raroage, arrived at that junc- 
ture, bringing Mr. R. panenger fiom St. Mar- 
tha, who immediately inveitigated and laid the 
affair before capt. Ramige, who demanded her 
reatoration, but finding the intendant extreme- 
ly reluctant lo comply with hii demand», h* 


■ook charge of the ichooner deciding her under 
the protection of the United Statei. After tome 
alteration, and the determination of capt. R. to 
bring tbe vessel to tea unlets prevented by force, 
the ichooner wai restored, lieut. Curtit put on 
board, and came out of port on the 13th of Au- 
gust, ia company with ihe Porpoiie. 


SPAIN. 


When tbe Mexican! shall lena that the late 


attempt to destroy the conititution of Spain has 
entirelyfailed, and that the iniurgenti have been 
pot down, what will they do with their new 
fangled emperor ? 
It cannot be, under the ex- 
isting state of thingi, that thii usurper will 
maintain bii ill-gotten power. 
There ii repu- 


blican virtue enough among tho Mexicans to 
ihakehit throne to the centre. 
It is reported that the prince regent of Porta- 
gal hai proclaimed himself emperor of Brar.il. 


BRAZILS. 


The dignity and power ofRegent of thii vast 
empire, that tbe king my august father had 
granted to me, having been confirmed to me by 
the unanimous consent and spontaneous will of 
tbe people of Brazil, a dignity, of which the Cor- 
tes ef Lisbon, withoot any of the deputies of 
Brazil being heard, have dared to deprive in», 
as is notorious ? and 
1 having, moreover, accept- 
ed the title and duties of perpetual defender of 
this kingdom, that the same people have so ge- 
nerouily and loyally conferred opon me ; in obe- 
dience, therefore, to my sacred duties, and in 
gratitude for to much love and fidelity, which 
call upon me tn take all the measures indispensa- 
ble to the laltation cf this greatest part of tha 
Portuguese monarchy that has been confided lo 
me, and whose rights I have sworn to preserva 
oninjored by any attack ; and inasmuch as tho 
Cortet of Lisbon continue in the same erroneou* 
and evidently uejust system of recolonizing Bra-. 
zil, even by force of arms; notwithstanding she 
hat already proclaimed her political indepen- 
dence, and has goneso far as that there is alrea- 
dy convened, by any royal decree of Ihe third of 
Jane last put, a general constituent, »nd legii- 
lative assembly, at the request of all the cham- 
bers, thus proceeding wiih a formality that did] 
not take place in Portugal, where the conven- 
ing ofthe congress wet originally only an act of 
secret and factious clubs ; and I also considering 
hii majesty the king Don John the sixth, of 
whose name and authority the Cortes endeavour 
to avail tberotelvei, for their own sinister pur- 
potei, el a prisoner in that kingdom, without any 
will of bis own, and without that liberty of ac- 
tion, that ii given tothe executive power in con- 
stitutional monarchiet : I command, having first 
heard my council of state, all ihe provincial 
juntai of government, general!, military com- 
mandants, and all tbe constituted authorities', 
to whom the execution of this decree mey ap- 
pertain, ai follow» : 


I. That all and whatever troops, that «»*!' b* 


■ 
entfrom Portugal or elsewhere to Brazil, with- 
out my previous content, upon whetvver pretest, 
ba reputed enemies ; together with all tho crew* 
and marine» belongiog to the vends, in wh;eh, 
they may b« transported or from which they 
may endeavour to land ; bot without interrup- 
tion to Ihe commercicl and friendly relation! 
between both kingdoms, for the preservation of 
the political union that I greatly desiie to main- 
tain. 


11. That if they thai! arrive peeceably, they 
ahall iinraedialaly retern, remaining on hoard 
"n<l without oommnnication until they shall be 
furnished with tha pruvisioni and «applies ne- 
eds.rv for tlioir voyage back. 


111. That in case the said troops ihall not 


choose to obey these orders, and shall dare land, 
they be driven back, by force of arms hy all 
the military forces of the first «nd ict-end line, 
and if necenary by tbe people en maisa, potting 
in «leeution, if it «hall be requisite, all possible 
meant to burn tho veiseli, and to sink the boat» 
in which the troops may attempt to land. 
IV. That if notwithstanding all these effort! 
it ihall happen, that the troop» get possession 
of any port, or part of the coast of Brazil, all 
the inhabitant! retiie towards the centre, carry- 
ing into the woedi and mountains, all tho provi- 
sions and cattle, thit coald be u<eful to them ; 
and the troop» *f the country thall carry on a- 
gaintt them a cruel war of pom and guerrilla!, 
(carefully avoiding general actions,) until it ba 
freed from 'he enemy. 


V That it be the doty ef all tbe competent 
military *nd civii authorities, to forty all tha 
port» of Brazil, at which »ach disembark.lion* 
can be ro«de, onder tha moit strict tod levare 
responsibility- 


VI. Th»t if in any of the province! of Brazil, 
it ihall b»pPeß ln«» «here are not the monition* 
and ttorei n««ess»ry for these fortifications, tho 
same authorities above mentioned shall imme- 
diately represent to Ihit court what are necei- 
lary, that tha» may be furnished from heaeejaf 
give imm^iate information to the nearett pro- 
vince, which «hall be obliged to give them alt 
the assitt»nce neceisary for the proper discharge 
of inch important duties. The civil and mili- 
tary authorities, to whom appertain! the execu- 
tion of l»ii my royal decree, are to fulfil and 
canto it to be folfii|| ed, with all due zeal, ener- 
gy and promptitude, under the responsibility of 
being goiltJ of high treaten, if they ihall fail io 
to do.
